Gets Term

guilty of desertion from the army by 
evading the draft and sentenced to 
four yeare at hard labor at Fort Leav­ 
enworth, it was announced at Gover­ 
nor’s Island. 
Lieutenant Colonel C. 
C. Cresson, trial judge advocate in 
the Bergdoll case, who made the an­ 
nouncement, said that Bergdoll was 
also given a dishonorable discharge 
from the army and forfeited all pay 
allowances.

Ponzi pleaded not guilty, waived ex­ 
amination and was held in $25,000 
bail for the Septem ber term of the 
United States district court. 
Crowds in the courtroom gathered 
around Ponzi in an effort to grasp 
his hand and he smiled broadly in 
appreciation. 
“All that I ask,’’ he 
said, “is that I be given OO days in 
the custody of two guards and I will 
be able to meet all my obligations. 
I have received $5,500 through the 
mails, which shows 
the confidence 
the public still repose® in me.” 
He 
added that he had turned the money 
over to a sheriff. 
Ponzi told deputy United States 
m arshals that his downfall was due 
to withdrawal of support by a man 
prominent in the city’s financial cir­ 
cles. 
“There is likely to be a big 
blowup within a few days,” he was 
quoted as saying to the deputies, “if 
I tell what I know about a certain 
man, prominent in Boston, who poses 
as a philanthropist aud public bene­ 
factor, there will be a great change 
of sentiment. This man promised to 
stand by me, and w as under agree­ 
ment to support me financially,, but 
he wanted the lion’s share of the 
profits and because he did not get 
enough, he drew out.”

POLAND, IN A DEATH STRUGGLE, APPEALS IN VAIN TO 
THE PATRIOTISM OF THE WORLD. 
European crises, particularly that of Poland, absorb today the 
attention of all clear-thinking men and women. The eyes of the 
•whole world are focused on the country which has become the 
center of the struggle between barbarism and a world freedom, 
yet few seem to realize the significance of the outcome of this 
struggle. 
Let us for a moment consider the fact that as every individual 
being is born endowed with a right to exist, so is each individual 
nation. As the existence of each individual depends upon his co­ 
operation with his fellow-beings, a co-operation based upon un­ 
selfish and sacrificial ideas, so does the existence of a nation. 
In 1772 Poland was divided among three neighboring nations 
>nd deprived of its political life. It was one of the most hideous 
(crimes committed in the history of mankind, yet not a w'ord of 
•protest came from any other nation that looked on in silent in­ 
difference. 
Even that highly moral institution, 
the 
church 
did not condemn the robbery. The nations at that time failed to 
realize that by their indifference they have allowed the planting 
and flourishing of the germ of militarism, which their descendants 
bad to face in 1914. 
Simultaneously with the fall of Poland there was founded 
this side of the Atlantic a new nation; one founded not upon 
the principles of conquest but upon those of liberty, justice and 
independence. That nation is our great United States today. 
Together ’with the growth of militarism under the care of 
Prussian junkers in Europe developed the champion of liberty 
in America, growing stronger with each new generation until 
rich in the manhood and resources of a gigantic nation. II may 
well be looked up to for aid by Poland and other oppressed nations 
of the world. 
Poland, were she left alone to live her own life, would be one 
of the freest and strongest republics among the nations of the 
earth today, ready to fight not only her own battles, but those of 
her neighbors. Had she been free to develop, Poland would fight 
Prussian militarism (termed bolshevism) effectively. 
The na­ 
tions of the world, with the probable exception of France, do 
not seem to understand that Poland is not fighting Russia; that 
she is not waging a war of aggression (her history proves that 
she is not an aggressive nation). They fail to see that 
she, 
single-handed, is resisting their common enemy. Would they but 
see and go to her help without delay to quench the fire which 
is destroying her and is threatening to destroy 
Europe 
and 
eventually America.
